Fundamental  changes  both  in  student  government  and  the  Constitu- 
tion have  marked  the  school  year  of  1934-34. 

Because  of  increased  enrollment  a  different  traffic  control  in  the  halls 
became  necessary.  As  a  consequence,  the  monitor  system  which  proved  to  be 
very  effective,  was  adopted. 

During  the  month  of  October,  Colonel  McNeil  took  the  officers  of 
the  Student  Council  to  Rockvil'e  High  School  to  make  a  survey  of  their 
student  government  which  was  modeled  after  that  of  the  United  States. 
Because  of  its  great  effectiveness  it  was  attracting  attention  from  Wash- 
ington and  the  nearby  surburbs. 

Within  the  following  fortnight  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  was 
drawn  up,  changing  the  name  of  the  Executive  Council  and  Homeroom 
Council  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  respectively. 

The  amendment  also  gave  authority  to  the  President  of  the  Student 
Association,  John  R.  Beaman,  to  select  a  cabinet.  The  first  secretariate 
was  that  of  Public  Safety  to  control  the  patrol  system.  Walter  Bell  was 
appointed  and  with  the  aid  of  Colonel  McNeil  immediately  organied  a 
better  and  more  effective  system  of  patrols. 

These  changes  in  the  government  necessitated  the  addition  of  several 
articles  to  the  Constitution.  As  a  result  there  was  a  general  movement 
for  a  new  Constitution,  so  after  several  weeks  a  new  one  was  drawn  up  and 
presented  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  on  March  16,  1934. 
It  was  passed  unanimously  by  both  houses. 

This  new  Constitution  is  certain  to  prove  a  great  aid  to  the  future 
governing  bodies  of  the  Washington-Lee  High  School.

THE   CADET   CORPS 

In  April,  1933,  the  Corps  was  invited  to  and  accepted  the  invitation  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  Tenth  Annual  Apple  Blossom  Festival  at  Winchester,  Virginia. 

During  the  first  week  of  June,  1933,  a  competitive  drill  was  held  at  the 
school  to  determine  the  best  company  and  platoon  in  the  battalion.  Company  "A" 
wen  the  company  drill  which  gave  Company  "A"  the  honor  of  having  the  best 
company  and  platoon  in  the  battalion. 

Early  in  October  of  1933  directly  after  the  Corps  was  organized,  a  detail 
attended  the  Piedmont  Dairy  Festival  at  Manassas,  Virginia. 

On  Armistice  Day,  November  11,  1933,  the  Corps  received  an  invitation  to 
participate  in  the  parade  and  for  a  platoon  from  both  "A"  and  "B"  Companies 
to  give  an  exhibition  and  competitive  drill  on  the  main  street  of  Clarendon.  The 
platoon  from  Company  "B"  was  commanded  by  Captain  Goings.  Captain  Bell 
commanded  the  platoon  from  "A"  Company.  Both  platoons  put  on  a  good 
exhibition,  but  the  platoon  from  Company  "A"  excelled,  and  won  the  competitive 
part  of  the  drill. 

Besides  the  regular  drill  all  members  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  classes 
attend  Military  Science  Class  once  a  week.  In  this  class  new  commands  and 
movements  are  learned  which  are  used  at  drill.  Also  Colonel  McNeill  teaches 
manoeuvres  and  commands,  and  such  things  as  relate  to  the  Army  of  the  United 
States  in  time  of  peace  and  war. 

The  Cadet  Corps  is  greatly  increasing  in  number  due  to  the  interest  created 
by  the  high  standing  of  the  Corps.  This  standing  is  maintained  and  graduallv 
raised  through  the  efforts  of  the  Commandant,  Colonel  C.  S.  McNeill,  and  his 
officers,  and  the  loyal  co-operation  of  the  members  of  the  Corps.
